twenty-six graduates received diplo- 
mas and awards at the last gradua- 
tion exercises of historic Margaret , 
Eaton School, in Eaton Auditorium 
Friday. Very Rev. C. E. Riley pre- 
sided, and Rev. D. A. MacLennan 
was the speaker. 

The Margaret Eaton School has 
become part of the University of To- 
ronto, through amalgamation with 
the School of Physical and Health 
Education. Dr. E. Stanley Ryerson, 
assistant Dean of Medicine, is di- 
rector of the new school, and Miss 
Florence Somers, director of Mar- 
garet Eaton for many years; Miss 
Dorothy Jackson, Miss Shirley Nay-' 
lor, teaching staff members, and 
Miss Charlotte Layton, secretary. 

Miss Somers reviewed the history 
of the school, begun in 1906, as the 
•‘Margaret Eaton School of Litera- 
ture and Expression,” for which Mrs. 
Timothy Eaton gave the money to 
build the first school on North 
Street. 

Due to Bay Street extension, that' 
school was closed, and laterefe- 
opened in the remodelled Margaret 
Eaton Hall, 415 Yonge Street. 
Through the courtesy of the T. Eaton 
Company this building will continue 
to be used by the new school for the 
duration of the war, and for the next 
year at le'hst, the residence at 99 
St. George Street will be the resi- 
dence of women students of the new 
school. 

Miss Somers noted that since the 
first graduation in 1926, 285 gradu- 
ates have gone from the school, and 
93 are teaching in universities, 
schools and recreational centres. Ten j 
are in uniform. \ 

While the name is not attached » 
to the new school, the spirit and ’ 
tradition of “Margaret Eaton” will 
maintain, she said. In the new 
women’s building of the University 
—the centre of women’s physical 
education, there will be a “Margaret 
Eaton” library, containing many of 
the literary treasures of the original
